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flame, which is suddenly generated but instantly 
extinguished, by the enmity of the air, or other 
ambient bodies. 

Sounds in general are divided into — 1, musical 
and immusical ; 2, trebler and bass ; 3, flat and 
sharp ; 4, soft and loud ; 5, external and internal ; 
6, clear, harsh, and purling ; and 7, articulate and 
inarticulate. 

We have taken some pains in this inquiry about 
sound, not only because it is a secret and incor- 
poreal quality in nature, but because we were 
willing, in our first attempt towards a just natural 
and experimental history, to give an example of a 
tolerably exact inquiry, intending to do the like 
in another article or two ; being desirotis that 
men should thoroughly perceive what a severe 
and rigid thing every true inquiry into nature 
must necessarily be, and hence accustom them- 
selves to enlarge their minds by the light of par- 
ticulars to the ample measure of the universe, and 
not contract the universe to the narrow measure 
of their own minds. 

If farther directions be wanted for the conduct 
of inquirers, the reader may find them in the 
second part of the "Novum Organum."
